Plana for taking the 1964 
census of Agriculture in Po- 
cahoi U County were announc 
ed today by Ruth M. Mur , 
gan, newly appointed census 
crew leader for the county. 

The job will be done in three 
stages, the crew leader said. 
First will come recruitment 
and training of enumerators to 
count all farms in the county. 
About one enumerator for each 
160 farms will be needed. 

Shortly after November 12, 
the Bureau of the Census, a*n 
agency of the Department of 
Commerce, will start the sec¬ 
ond stage by mailing agricul¬ 
tural census questionnaires to 
all rural bo.tholders i i the 
county. This will give farm and 
ranch operators, who are re-
